CHICAGO, Oct. 10— (/P)— The 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen plan to meet 
with the nation's rail chiefs to- 
morrow in a session which a 
union source said may avert a 
nationwide strike. 


The brotherhood announced the 


pow-wow after having rejected a 
presidential emergency board re- 
port yesterday. 


"An agreement may be reached 


then (Tuesday) to avert a nation- 
wide strike," a spokesman for the 
locomotive,men said. He declined 
the use of his name. 


The union men want to have 


a second fireman on Diesel loco- 
motives; the presidential board 
turned down the request on Sept. 
19. By law, rail workers are pre- 
vented from walking off the job 
until 30 days after such a report 
is made. 


The union men claim an extra 


man is needed on the diesels for 
reasons of safety. They also say 
the more efficient diesels are de- 
priving firemen of jobs by cutting 
down the number of trains need- 
ed.

in power. 


His coalition, composed of the 


Socialists and the Conservative 
People's party, held its position 
as Austria's largest party, winning 
144 seats in the 
1658 member 


l o w e r h o u s e . Of these, Figl's 
People's party took 77 The Com- 
munists upped their four places 
to five. 


Chancellor Figl. surveying the 


results, declared the election gave 
"clear and 
unmistakable 
proof 


that Austria is an outpost of the 
western Democratic world." 


With the A u s t r i a n election 


over. Europe turned toward Nor- 
way where another was being 
held today. Labor's scant major- 
ity in the Norwegian Storting 
(parliament) was on the block 
as voters filed to the polls. 


Some observers thought state 


planning and rationing m i g h t 
combine to eliminate Labor Prime 
Minister Einai- Gerhardsen's lead 
to 76 seats to the combined op- 
postion's 74.

Donnell's Fight on Minton 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—Here is what hap- 


pened when the Senate judiciary 
committee 


met behind locked doors to consider the con- 
firmation of ex-Senator Sherman Minton to be 
a Supreme Court justice. . 


Senator Forrest Donnell of Missouri had pre- 


viously demanded that Minton make a per- 
sonal appearance. 
At the meeting Donnell an- 


nounced: "I have heard a story that Minton 
tried to gyp a court in Indiana." 


This turned out to be a business 
loan, 


shared with two partners, which Minton had 
paid in full. No one was gyped—unless it was 
Minton. 


But DonneU also charged that Minton owed 


money in two banks while he was serving in 
the Senate. This brought a sharp retort from 
Donnell's fellow Republican, "Wild Bill" Lan- 
ger of North Dakota: 


"There isn't a single allegation against .this 


man's honesty or integrity. It is no disgrace in 
America to be poor." 


Donnell and Ferguson of Michigan complain- 


ed loudest, however, over Minton's one-time 
stand in the Senate in favor of packing the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Senator 
Herbert 
O'Conor, 


Maryland Democrat brought in a stack of bound 
volumes, giving every opinion which Minton 
had written since he was appointed to the cir- 
cuit court of appeals in 1941. O'Conor an- 
nounced that his staff had analyzed 
every 


opinion—283 in all. 
His Opinions On File 
"I am asking you gentlemen to point out just 


one decision which was in any way' political 
or which departs in any way from the Consti- 
tution or established law," the senator from 
Maryland challenged. 


Donnell then produced a book review, writ- 


ten by Minton, in which a Supreme Court de- 
cision was branded as "illogical." It turned out, 
however, that Minton was only quoting the 
author and not speaking for himself. 


Donnell also charged that Minton had tried 


to stifle the free press by introducing a bill 
to make newspapers criminally libel for pub- 
lishing any statement which they knew to be 
false. 


Finally, Senator Harley Kilgore, West Vir- 


ginia Democrat,' charged angrily that Donnell 
and Ferguson were trying to force Minton to 
commit himself on record, then be tied to those 
commitments throughout this service on the 
Supreme Court. 


"It is dammed dangerous," warned Kilgore, 


"to appoint a man to the Sppreme Court who 
has been committed at hearings to a certain 
course of action." 


In the end, only Senator Alex Wiley, Wis- 


consin Republican, joined Donnell and Fergu- 
soYi in voting that Minton should appear. 
But 


•van Wiley deserted in th* final roll call and 


voted to confirm the new Supreme Court jus- 
tice. 


Vaughan-Maragon Treasure Hunt 
In the confidential files of Senator Clyde 


Hoey's investigating committee is a report 
an Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan and his partner, 
John Maragon, in which they seek sunken 
treasure at the bottom of the sea. And as usu- 
al, they pull a lot of political wires. 


The SS Luckenbach, sunk in 60 feet of water 


off Key West, Fla., by a Nazi sub in 1942, was 
carrying a cargo of tin worth more than 2 
million dollars. 
The 
cargo, owned by the 


United States government and partly salvaged, 
now comes under the Maritime commission and 
the United States Metals Reserves corporation, 
plus a private firm, the Cargo Salvage corpor- 
ation of New York. The private firm represents 
the insurance companies which paid off the gov- 
ernment, 
and 
therefore 
have 
a 
stake- in 


salvaging the tin. 


The insurance companies through the Cargo 


Salvage corporation, signed a contract Novem- 
ber 6, 1947 with Clark Brothers of Palm Beach, 
Fla., to salvage the cargo. 
This company had 


no time limitation and is still legally in effect. 


However, one year later, Maragon and the 


President's military aide stepped in and pulled 
the rug right out from under them. 
Instead 


they secured a provisional contract to recover 
the sunken ore for their friends, Robert Ste- 
fanisch and Zeke Afram of Milwaukee. General 
Vaughan used to be a manufacturers' represen- 
tative in Milwaukee. 


After Truman's Vacation 
Shortly after President Trurnan came back 


from his Key West vacation in December, 
1948, 
Stefanich, 
representing 
the 
Atlantic 


Marine 
Salvaging 
company of 
Milwaukee, 


dropped in at the Maratime commission to see 
if he could salvage the ship which had been 
sunk just twenty-five miles northwest of Key 
West. 
The commission told him to send a 


diver down to look at the cargo, after which 
they would talk to him. 


In January, 1949, Stefanich came back, said 


he had not been able to send a diver down, 
but wanted a contract for salvaging the vessel 
just the same. 
Jerry C. Massey, admiralty 


counsel of the commission, later reported: 


"Since he had not done what he promised, 


I considered he was wasting my time and mak- 
ing a nuisance of himself. I told him so in so 
many words. 


"Early next morning," continued Massey in 


his official report, "to my surprise he walked in 
with John Maragon. Maragon stated that he 
would go into the matter of obtaining a con- 
tract for the Atlantic Marine Salvaging com- 
pany, and then he would 'report to General 
Vaughan.' 
In the course of the conversation, 


he repeated several times, 'I will go back and 
report to General Vaughan.' He talked to me 
in a tone of giving me an order that the con- 
tract be given the Atlantic Marine Salvaging 
company." 


Massey asked two associates, Joseph Tarian 


and Charles E. Kauffman, to sit in as witnesses 
if Maragon called again. 
They did so, and 


after the next meeting Kauffman wrote a re- 
port which stated: 


"I asked who he (Moragon) represented and 


he replied, 'I'm with the general.' I asked what 
general and he answered, 'General Vaughan.' 


Call To White House 
"Before Maragon left he said he was 'with 


the White House.' It was my assumption that 
he was a federal employee, probably attach- 
ed to General Vaughan's staff. As a matter of 
fact, during our first meeting, Maragon went 
to my desk, picked up the phone, asked for the 
White House and spoke to someone there." 


Vaughan called Massey to inquire whether 


his Milwaukee friends were getting the con- 
tract. 
Vaughan also called another Maritime 


commission official named Roger Vaughan ask- 
ing him to see Afram and Stefanich. Roger 
Vaughan, when queried, said he was no relation 
to the general. 


In time, the Maragon-Vaughan combination 


went to Admiral Smith, chairman of the Mari- 
time commission, and to Commissioner Carson, 
And, despite previous refusals by lower officials 
to give the Milwaukee firm a contract, higher- 
ups in the commission finally yielded. Maragon 
and Vaughan won out. 


It's now a question as to whether the Mil- 


waukee firm with a contract from the Maritimb 
commission, or Clark Brothers of Palm Beach, 
with a contract from the insurance companies, 
has the right to salvage the sunken Luckenbach.

The Doctor Says 


Children Born With 'Club Feet' 
Should Have Treatments Early

When a child is born with a 


twisted foot, 
the 
condition is 


called "club foot." There are sev- 
eral ideas as to the cause of this 
condition, but actually no one 
knows all the answers. One theory 
is that the club foot is the result 
of pressure and abnormal position 
of the foot inside the womb of the 
mother. 
Another is that it is 


caused by a failure to develop, 
probably before birth, possibly be- 
cause of something inherited di- 
rectly from the parents. 


All parts of the foot are affect- 


ed in a club foot. The deformed 
foot is usually smaller than the 
normal foot. 
The heel is espe- 


cially likely to be smaller and un- 
derdeveloped. 
Frequently, 
the 


foot is so twisted that all of the 
weight is carried either on the 
ball of the foot or even on what 
would normally be the top of the 
foot. 
The tendons and bones of 


the foot are consequently out of 
line. 


Condition Gets Worse 
If a club foot remains untreat- 


ed the condition tends to become 
worse, largely because of the in- 
creased pressure from abnormal 
weight bearing. 
In the simpler 


varieties of club foot, however 
the foot can usually be restored 
to normal or near normal by pro 
per treatment. To get the best re- 
sults, treatment should be begun 
early and continued for a long 
time, as there is danger of return 
or recurrence. The earlier treat- 
ment is begun, the better the 


chances of obtaining good results. 


If the condition is severe and 


has not been almost completely 
cured, the youngster will become 
more and more conscious of the 
difficulty with increasing years. 
Under such circumstances, par- 
ents, 
brothers 
and sisters, and 


friends need to use tact and un- 
derstanding so that the child does 
not become too much disturbed 
about his or her problem.

pectation that all corn to be de- 
livered will be moved by the 
end of October, states James A. 
Harvey, chairman of the local 
PMA committee. 


Approximately 
30,000 
bushels 


of loan corn has been delivered 
to Commodity Credit Corporation 
and stored at the Carlay Storage 
company, Sedalia Army Air Base. 
Three thousand bushels have been 
shipped out for CCC and the 
county committee expects to ship 
out more corn in the next two 
weeks to complete settlement 'of 
all 1948 corn loans. 
One loan of 


nearly 1,300 bushels has been re- 
sealed by the producer thereby 
extending the loan period to July 
31, 1950. 


Most of the corn being deliv- 


ered to CCC in settlement of the 
corn loan has been damaged by 
.nfection of the Angoumois moth, 
it has been found generally that 
:he corn cribbed last fall in open 
sided cribs with the food directly 
on the corn has not been infected 


the moth as badly* as that in 


tight cribs inside buildings with 
an open space between corn and 
roof. The moth damage is a new

for

farmers and no positive treatment 
against the insect has been found

The 1949 corn loan 
rate 
for 


Pettis county is $1.37 per bushel 
on corn grading No. 3 or better 
and loans will be available to 
producers from time of harvest 
through May 31, 1950, and will 
mature on July 31, 1950. Hereto- 
fore the maturity date usually has 
been one month later. The date 
has been advanced to July 31 to 
enable farmers and the Govern- 
ment to get the price support 
corn delivered well in advance of 
the new crop harvest in 1950. It 
is also expected that delivery of 
the 1949 loan corn may begin in 
'(May of 1950 to eliminate possi- 
bility of damage by moth infec- 
tion as has been the case this 
year, stated Harvey.

Plan For 1950 
Farm Pastures 


Proper Seeding Be 
Helpful To Cut 
Soil Erosion 


This may be a little late for this 


year, but so many questions come 
to the Agricultural Extension of- 
fice about pastures we pass this, on 
now. 
There will be another year 


and you can lay plans now to put 
into operations next year. 


Here is some of the information 


we think is good to consider. 


Many permanent pastures are 


eroded, low in lime and fertilizer. 
It costs money to correct this sit- 
uation. Hence it is essential that 
the seeding mixture be the best 
fitted to the soil and pasture needs 
of the particular farm. 


On well-drained soils where al- 


falfa can be successfully grown a 
mixture of 8 Ibs. Southern brome 
grass, 8 Ibs. alfalfa and a little La- 
dino clover works well. On soils 
not quite so fertile or poorly adap- 
ted to alfalfa, a mixture of 8 to 10 
Ibs. of orchard grass and 2 Ibs. of 
ladino is excellent. If the acreage 
is not too large and you would 
like to try birdsfoot treefoil le- 
gume, 5 Ibs. of inoculated seed

From the 1935-39 prewar peri od to July, 1949, farm land pri- 
ces jumped 107 percent. Prices more than doubled in half the 
states. Biggest increases were in Kentucky,* Tennessee, Ark., 
Colorado and North Carolina. Only relatively small gains were 
made in most of the New England and Northern Great Plains 
states, along witah Nevada, Utah and California. 


Time Saving On 
The Dairy Farm

Don't leave the milking machine 


on the cow ten minutes. Generally 
it takes only 3 to 5 minutes tor 
most cows. If it takes longer than 
this check the pulsators and set 
them' faster. 
Get them corrected 


by the dealer or manufacturer. 


See if you can't save time in 


Feeding hay. Some save by hav- 
ing at least one chute for every 
eight cows. 


.A feed cart 
is another step- 


saver 
compared 
with 
carrying 


grain in bushel baskets or -pails. 
A good .silage cart likewise pay 
for itself quickly in time and step 
saved, and if your milk-house is 
some distance from the barn, you 
can easily build a large-wheeled 
cart for hauling milk.cans quite a 
ways. 


Free Training 
For Tapping 


You livestock and poultry pro- 


ducers that are having trouble 
with outlaw coyotes and foxes are 
offered an opportunity to solve 
this problem.

Farm land values reached their peak in November, 1948, and 
in the year ended July 1, 1949, prices dropped in half the states 
Sharpest decreases occurred in the Mountain and Pacific coast 
states, but values were also moderately lower in scattered 
Eastern states. 
Only three states—New York, Kentucky and 


Louisiana—showed increases of 5 percent or more.

Yes and 
you will find that either one of 
these plans will do much toward 
controlling insects and reducing 
weeds. 


Seeding For New 
Type Of Oat 


Any farmer interested in secur- 


ing a new type of oat to seed next 
spring might find it wise to secure 
some seed at once. This • oat, ac- 
cording to the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service so far seems to be an 
excellent one. It is Missouri O- 
200. It is being recommended by 
the Missouri College of Agricul- 
ture. 


Here is an instance of how it 


performed. 
This oat was seeded 


in Osage county on a field low •in] 
fertility. In 1947, only 10 bushels 
of rye was produced on the field. 
Last year with fertilizer applied 
the oats yielded 56 bushels per 
acre. 


After Extensive tests 
at 
the 


station, the college has been re- 
commending this variety for two 
years. These oats are high yield- 
ing, disease resistant, tall, have 
good straw, and rate as early. The 
total supply of this seed is enough 
to meet a reasonable demand. The 
Missouri Seed Improvement As- 
sociation has announced that these 
oats are released from all restrict- 
ions on their seed. 


This warning is being put out 


by the Pettis County Agricultural 
Extension service. Make up your 
mind quick if you want any of the 
seed as it may go fast.

that Poor Forage 


by Robert D. Rasmussen 


New Mexico -A. & M. College 


Dried-up pastures and winter 
weather create the same feeding 
problem for the cattleman. They simply mean that 
you have lower quality feed and less of it. And you 
have little choice as to what you can do about it. 
You can let the cattle eat what they can find. In this 
case you're likely to take a weight loss on your cows. 
You'll also take a chance on a weak calf crop. Or you. 
can feed a supplement. If you feed enough of the 
right kind, your cows and unborn caives will come 
through in good, healthy condition. 


California experiments on deficient range showed 


the cow herd that got a protein supplement produced 
a 91% calf crop. Cows on similar range, without a 
supplement, produced a 61% calf crop. Arizona found 
that feeding supplement increased the weight of the 
calves at birth by 10 pounds. 


The amount of supplement needed vanes. Cows 


carrying calves, and young stock require more pro- 
tein than open cows or mature animals. A safe rule to 
follow is to watch the condition of the stock. Keep 
them healthy and thrifty. 
. . 
Research by the New Mexico agricultural experi- 


ment station shows that during the winter months 
range forage is most critically short of phosphorus as 
weE as protein. While some of the cake supplements 
are high in phosphorus as well as protein, most 
ranchers over the state are using mineral supplement 
for year-'round use. A mineral supplement contain- 
ing at least 6% phosphorus should be made available 
at all times to range cattle. Experiments have shown 
that year-'round use is better and more profitable 
than seasonal use. 
Here's a goal for cattlemen. Use whatever kind 


and amount of supplement is necessary to keep your 
cattle healthy and thrifty. (Editor's Note: The prin- 
ciples of animal nutrition discussed above apply in ail 
parts of the country.}
